"qu estions. To be blu nt abou t it. he may be 
-loaded for ideolotical bear when he comes 
. here. For instance, he may want to k now 
‘ abou t the great steel strik e of 1959, particu lar­ 
ly if ifs still going strong. 
* Those smok estack s with no smok e coming 
"ou t of them and those cav ernou s plants with 
nothing happening inside them might be one 
Zof the sights he wou ld ask to see. Someone 
"had better hav e an official v ersion ready in 
adv ance and ev ery body wou ld do well to 


stick to the official script. 
It will not be easy to ex plain tthy the com­ 
ponent elements of people’s capitalism go 
to war with each other — why u nder this 
best of all possible sy stems there mu st be 
a protracted bleeding and dy ing at the ex ­ 
pense of work ers, managers, owners and the 
general welfare. 
Nor will it be easy to ex plain why this 
best of all sy stems shou ld be a helpless 
patsy to be mau led lik e a k itten at a dog 
show while the gov ernmeht that is su pposed 
to be the referee admonishes the dogs 
to show a little more restraint. That might 
mak e People’s Capialism 
seem 
o 
hav e 
holes in its head. 
A steel strik e in progress du ring the forth­ 
coming edu cational tou r of Premier Khru sh­ 
chev is one of a nu mber of challenges 
that confront his edu cators, albeit one of the 
tou gher ones. The official v ersion had better 
be good, becau se when it comes ou t there 
will be many Americans interested in it, 
too. 
There are times when people’s capitalism 
has to fall back on its weak nesses to ex plain 
why it u ltimately prov es to be strong. A 
nationwide steel strik e bleeding hu ndreds 
of millions of dollars’ worth of v alu e ou t of 
U.S. produ ction will be ev en harder to ex ­ 
plain to an u nfriendly socialist than it is to 
ex plain to u se homegrown friendly People’s 
capitalists. 


Earning Power Makes th e Differen ce 


Whenev er a fresh argu ment break s ou t 
ov er the pay -as-y ou -go principle in pu blic 
spending, someone su ggests it mak es as 
mu ch sense for gov ernment to borrow now 
and pay back later, with interest, as for pri­ 
v ate enterprise to do the same thing. 
There is no comparison. 
Priv ate enterprise “borrows” money to 
mak e money . It pay s its interest in the form 
of profit — and if there is no profit there 
is no interest. Moreov er, if there is no profit 
the v alu e of the shares held by the stock ­ 
holders dwindles. 
Pu blic spenders do not mak e money . They 
spend money . 
They may talk abou t “inv estment,” bu t 
ifs dou bletalk . Pu blic ex penditu res are not 
inv estments. 
All the inv esting is done by corporations, 
companies, partnerships, indiv idu als and so 
on that lend money to gov ernments that want 
to spend more than they hav e. 
They go fu rther than that. They spend 
more than they will get back , becau se long­ 
term borrowing is the traditional way to in­ 
su late tax pay ers against the shock of pu blic

Instead of letting the tax pay ers pay on the 
line and sav e carry ing charges, gov ernments 
hav e made a practice of selling long-term 
bonds to conceal from tax pay ers the price 
of the progress they were demanding.

Bu t tax pay ers aren’t as easy to fool as 
they u sed to be. They finally hav e learned 
what is wrong with the credo that pu blic 
debt is money they owe themselv es. They 
owe it to the people who adv anced the mon­ 
ey in the first place, and that is something 
mu ch more complicated. 
With no way to mak e money , gov ernment 
mu st pay back not only as mu ch as it bor­ 
rows bu t the additional interest. Hence, the 
growing attractiv eness of the pay -as-y ou -go 
procedu re, which is nothing more or less 
than getting more pu blic v alu e ou t of a 
tax pay er’s bu ck . 
As long as it’s the tax pay er who’s going 
to pay any way , he might as well hold 
his pay ments to a minimu m, instead of shar­ 
ing his wealth with interest-charging inv es­ 
tors.

From Confident to Cocky 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Is there 
one 
word 
which 
describes 
the 
difference 
b e t w e e n 
confident 
and cock y ? Su re. It’s K-h-r-u -s-h- 
c-h-e-v . Bu t the Sov iet Premier 
still acts lik e a boy with two 
heads. He crows ou t of one and 
cries ou t of the other. 
While Premier Nik ita Khru sh­ 
chev feels himself getting more 
powerfu l, as he su rely is, he also 
shows startling signs of self-con­ 
sciou s inferiority . An ex ample is 
what happened to the display of 
American goods at the fair in 
Moscow. 
It’s no dicredit to the Sov iet 
Union, which started late, that it 
is still far behind the United 
States 
in 
indu strial 
produ ction, 
particu larly in consu mer goods. 
Bu t Khru shchev ’s gov ernment— 
which means the Premier himself 
—throu gh

President Eisenhower has made 
an ex traordinary appeal to 
the 
American people to persu ade Con­ 
gress to enact at once legislation 
that will stop 
the a b u s e s 
practiced 
b y 
l a b or u nion 
rack eteers. 
T h e 
Pres­ 
ident, in h i s 
ielev ision a nd 
radio address, 
said that the 
time 
for 
the 
passage of new 
laws is I o n g 
Da v id La wrenee 
ov erdu e. He was carefu l to point 
ou t that he is not ask ing for any ­ 
thing which wou ld harm legitimate 
u nions or honest labor leaders bu t 
for laws that wou ld affect solely 
those indiv idu als who were engag­ 
ing in what ou ght to be legally 
defined as criminal behav ior. 
Mr. Eisenhower made his illu s­ 
trations simple and direct. He 
described 
“black mail pick eting,” 
for instance, which occu rs when 
the work ers in a plant hav e not 
decided whether they want to be 
represented by a u nion or do not 
want to join a particu lar 
u nion. 
They are threatened nev ertheless 
with the loss of their jobs. Their 
employ er’s bu siness is damaged, 
too. as he is coerced into signing 
a contract with a u nion that his 
employ es hav e not chosen as their 
bargaining agent. 
The 
President, 
moreov er, ex ­ 
plained to the American 
people 
what a “secondary boy cott” really 
is. Up to now, the term has been 
regarded generally as part of the 
boy cotting process. 
Actu ally , 
it means that com­ 
panies which bu y from or sell to 
another bu siness are themselv es 
pick eted or threatened with inju ry 
u nless they join in a boy cott of the 
firm with which the u nion has the 
original dispu te. The other bu s­ 
inesses are only innocent third 
parties, bu t they are damaged 
nev ertheless by the “secondary 
boy cott” tactics. 
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A THIRD ABUSE is the so-called 
“no-man’s-land,” in which neither 
the states nor the federal gov ern­ 
ment hav e been ex ercising au ­ 
thority 
ov er 
dispu tes 
between 
work ers and employ ers in small 
bu sinesses. The President fav ors a 
specific statement in federal law 
that the states shall hav e au thor­ 
ity ov er su ch matters. 
Mr. Eisenhower is well aware 
that a sensational driv e is u nder­ 
way on Capitol Hill to k ill all leg­ 
islation dealing with labor u nion 
reform. The ex tremists are work ­ 
ing 
sk illfu lly 
to 
pu t so many 
amendments into a measu re as to 
mak e it u nacceptable to either 
side. This is a fav orite techniqu e 
of those who want to prev ent the 
enactment of any legislation on a 
giv en su bject. 
Bu t the President is hopefu l that 
Bu t the President is hopefu l that 
the American people will not be de­ 
ceiv ed by su ch tactics. It is tru e 
that, as a political campaign ap­ 
proaches, the big u nions 
m a k e 
lists of congressmen and senators 
who, they tell the v oters, are 
ready to do their bidding on labor 
u nion matters. 
The u nion leaders arrange for 
generou s contribu tions to the cam­ 


paign fu nds of those candidates. 
Lik ewise, they battle v igorou sly 
against those members of Con­ 
gress who do not obey their de­ 
mands. 
Under the circu mstances, 
with 
ru mors cu rrent that labor u nions 
feel they can cou nt on a majority 
in Congress to refu se to pass any 
bills at this session which are op­ 
posed by the u nions, there was 
ev ery reason why the President 
shou ld tell the American people 
the facts as he sees them. 


MR. EISENHOWER say s that 
there is a lot of talk 
abou t 
a 
“weak ” bill or a “strong” bill bu t 
that he is interested only in an 
effectiv e piece of legislation 
and 
one that will not hu rt the collec­ 
tiv e-bargaining process or honest 
u nion leaders. Bu t he points ou t 
that some of the bills sponsored by 
labor u nions today wou ld actu ally 
reliev e 7 0 per cent of the u nions 
from reporting on their finances. 
He declares also that some of 
the pending measu res wou ld elim­ 
inate criminal penalties designed 
to pu nish the ty pe of abu ses u n­ 
cov ered by the recent inv estiga­ 
tion so cou rageou sly carried on by 
Sen. McClellan, (D-Ark ), and his 
inv estigating committee. 
Mr. Eisenhower points to an ad­ 
ministration-sponsored bill that he 
considers satisfactory . Bu t he also 
say s that he wou ld be glad to see 
adopted a bill proposed in a bi- 
parisan way by Rep. Landru m, 
(D-Ga), and Rep. Griffin, (R-Mich.) 
The President feels that “labor 
reform is not a partisan matter.” 
He himself approaches the prob­ 
lem in a politically disinterested 
way as he say s: 
“I am not a candidate for of­ 
fice. I do not seek the su pport of 
any special interests. I am only 
try ing to mak e su re American 
work ers and the American pu blic 
get the k ind of protection 
that 
Americans deserv e. 
“Nearly IOO y ears ago Abraham 
Lincoln spok e of the sacrifices 
made so that “gov ernment of the 
people, by the people, for the peo­ 
ple, shall not perish from 
the 
earth.* 
“In ou r liv es and actions, the 
people of America, in priv ate and 
pu blic sectors, daily face millions 
of choices with this continu ing 
qu estion alway s in the back grou nd. 
“As the Congress prepares 
to 
v ote on labor reform, this great 
qu estion is still and alway s with 
u s. In the basic sense, the real 
issu e is: Shall the people gov ern? 
If they do not, crook s and rack ­ 
eteers cou ld prev ail. 
“This bu siness of gov ernment- 
inclu ding this qu estion of labor re­ 
form—is y ou r bu siness. It is ev ery 
citizen’s bu siness. 
“ Americans want reform legis­ 
lation which will be tru ly effec­ 
tiv e. It is my earnest hope that 
the Congress will be fu lly respon­ 
siv e to an ov erwhelming national 
trend.”

An ti-Satellite Missile

**Hair restorer on & two week s* v acation? Man* this 
1s “su ntan lotion I” 


By 1965, the Department of De­ 
fense ex pects to hav e a gu ided 
missile that will shoot down a 
satellite. 
The object: to destory enemy 
satellites—and, ev entu ally , enemy 
space platforms—that spy from the 
sk y . These missiles also will be 
designed to blast enemy missile- 
lau nching satellites, triggered to 
fire on the U.S. in time of war 
Details of the new missile sy s­ 
tem hav en’t been work ed ou t y et. 
It will be at least six months be­ 
fore Radio Corporation of Am­ 
erica—which has been giv en a 
$600,000 “detailed-stu dy ” contract 
—comes u p with the preliminary 
concepts. Research for the oast 
six months on the project has 
been 
aimed at prov ing ifs 
a 
practical idea. 


THE IDEAS that hav e be e n 
work ed ou t so far are secret for 
the most part. This mu ch is k nown: 
The missile will be designed to 
“ observ e” 
the enemy 
satellite, 
•‘see” what it’s doing—by radar, 
infra-red, or some other as-y et- 
u nk nown dev ice. It will send that 
information to the earth. It will 
hav e some sort of “homing” de­ 
v ice—may be 
infra-red—to 
help 
gu ide it to the enemy satellite. 
Bu t a major share of its gu idance 
will be from the earth. 
Some Pentagon planners think 
the new missile may be the fore­ 
ru nner of a new series of- gu ided 
missiles that cou ld begin to re­ 
place ballistic missiles in the late 
1960’s. 


THE THINKING IN the Pentagon 
is that by the mid 1960’s, Sov iet 
missiles are lik ely to be of a ty pe 
that change their cou rse. They ’ll 
either be some sort of zig-zag 
missile, or a ty pe that gradu ally 
v eers from a predictable ballistic 
cou rse. And, worse y et, the Red 
missiles by then are lik ely to 
come in from su ch a high alti­ 
tu de that Nik e-Zeu s will be im­ 
practical as a defense. 
By the end of the 1960’s, these 
Penta g o n milita ry scientists a s­ 


pect, both the Ru ssians and the 
U.S. will be able to lau nch mis­ 
siles 
with 
hy drogen 
warheads 
from some sort of space platform. 
The v irtu es of the new missile 
sy stem will be these: 
It will be able to seek ou t and 
destroy enemy ballistic missiles 
that zig and zag or otherwise 
change their cou rse. 
It will be able to catch and 
blast enemy ballistic missiles fir­ 
ed from Ru ssian space platforms 
hu ndreds of miles u p in the sky — 
and catch them high enou gh to 
protect the U.S. from high-in-the- 
sky atomic blasts. 


THIS ANTI—SATELLITE missile 
will not be cheap. An operational 
sy stem wou ld cost in the billions. 
Probably a lot of billions. Bu t 
Defense Department 
men 
hope 
to mak e some sav ings by incor­ 
porating in the sy stem as mu ch 
as possible from present-day mis­ 
siles, gu idance 
sy stems, defense 
radar and commu nications.
